County Finds 
Local Parks 
Needs Spotty

I Sulfa drugs are recommended 
i for other members of a victim’s 
family. 
Symptoms include headache, 
stiff neck and often vomiting 
and a high fever. Three of Ma­ 
rin’s cases followed apparent 
influenza, she said. 
Dr. Albrecht advised parents 
to make sure their children have 
recovered fully from colds or 
flu before sending them back to 
school. She advised calling the 
family doctor for any symptom 
that cannot be explained and 
any delay in normal recovery. 
She said meningitis is fairly 
common in the state this time 
of year. There were a total of 
550 cases in California last year.

S A C R A M E N T O (AP)— 
California’s 
prosperity is so 
amazing, Gov. Brown told law­ 
makers today, that “many are 
looking at California almost as 
a separate nation, economical­ 
ly.” 
“We are growing, thriving, 
prospering as no society in the 
history of the world,” the gov­ 
ernor said in his third annual 
economic report to the legisla­ 
ture. 
His rosy outlook is expected 
to be a key theme of his cam­ 
paign for a third term, as he 
credits his seven - year tour of 
office with paving the way for a 
booming economy. 


RESUME SESSION 
The report came as the legis­ 
lature resumed its recessed 
budget session. Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee Chair­ 
man Robert W. Crown, D-Ala- 
meda, said he hoped subcom­ 
mittees would finish work on 
Brown’s proposed $4.61 billion 
spending program by next Mon­ 
day. 
By law, the legislature is sup­ 
posed to produce a budget by 
April 10 when the 30-day budget 
session ends. However, it is 
probable that a special session 
will be needed, as usual, to 
reach a compromise. 


AMAZING 
The g o v e r n o r s message 
stressed his conviction that the 
state’s prosperity — now in its 
66th straight month — ‘‘is an 
amazing e c o n o m i c perform­ 
ance.” And, he added, ‘‘1966 will 
be even better than the record 
year just past.” 


He listed these goals for the 
future: 
“To attain the highest pos­ 
sible level of employment.” 
“To plan for the future so 
that in our rush to grow and 
build we do not destroy the qual­ 
ity of California life . . . ” 
To maintain educational and 
scientific leadership. 
“To fight discrimination in 
all its forms . . . ” 
To continue quality goxern- 
| ment. 
To diversify the state eco­ 
nomic base, luring new business 
and encouraging growth of tour­ 
ism and recreation. 
The governor, while listing the 
signs of sustained development, 
also noted that the state still 
outpaces the rest of the nation 
in its rate of unemployment. The 
figures for these people, he said, 
“tell of welfare dependency, 
higher crime rates, unstable 
families, loss of productivity 
and loss of pride.” 
He asked why such a prosper­ 


ous state still has so much job­ 
lessness, and answered: 
“Our problem is not that our 
economy cannot or does not 
produce enough jobs . . . The 
basic problem—and it is more 
severe in California than else­ 
where in the nation—is one of 
fitting the man to the job; fit­ 
ting skills to employment re­ 
quirements.” 
Those without jobs among all 


the glitter, Brown declared, ‘‘In­ 
creasingly are the unskilled and 
the semi-skilled, while the job 
openings are for the skilled, the 
educated the professional, the 
expert.”

The governor opened his at­ 
tack with a statement that Yor- 
ty’s campaign will be financed 
largely by “Republicans sup­ 
porting other Republican candi­ 
dates.”

Prouty Defies Administration Efforts 


To Knock Out Social Security Rider 


WASHINGTON (A PI - Sen. 
Winston L .Prouty, R-Vt., said 
today that if his proposal for 
broadened Social Security cov­ 
erage is knocked out of Presi­ 
dent Johnson's tax bill, he will 
launch a campaign to reinstate 
it. 
Prouty's proposal, which the 
Senate added to the tax bill this 
week, was one of two amend­ 
ments the administration battled 
to knock out as Senate-House 
conferees met on the measure 
At Prouty*s urging, the Senate 
voted Tuesday to provide Social 
Security payments to I 8 million 
persons over 70 not now covered 
The addition would cost an esti­ 
mated $750 million a year 
The Senate voted also to re­ 
tain the present 3 per cent ex­ 
cise on local residential tele­ 
phone service, reinstating the 
old 10 per cent tax only on long 
distance calls. 
Together, the two amendments 
would knock more than $1 billion 
from the net increase of $6 bil­ 
lion Johnson asked to help fi­ 
nance the Viet Nam war. 


Senate Republican leader E v­ 
erett M. Dirksen said he had 
been advised the House confer­ 
ees would stand firm against the 
two changes. 
But Prouty vowed 
'•If the committee bows to ad­ 
ministration pressure . . . I shall 
take my case to the people." 
Major provisions in the bill 
are reimposition of taxes on 
phone calls and car sales that 
were cut Jan. 1. a graduated 
withholding system for collec­ 
tion of personal income taxes 
and a speedup in payment of 
corporation taxes. 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy. D- 
Minn., predicted the Senate con­ 
ferees would abandon the two 
amendments "before they get to 
the rotunda.” The Senate con­

Directors of the Marin Gen­

Three funds, those for pediatrics, 
the book cart and scholarships, 
were excepted, as were monies 
collected by two branches. 
Money raised by the Poplar 
Branch will continue to be used 
to finance cobalt bomb radiation 
treatment, and that raised by 
the Raccoon Branch boat trip 
will be used for out-patient sur­ 
gery.

Teen-Ager Wants To Wear 
Green Beret Like Father 


CHICAGO (AP> - Sgt. 1 c 
George C. Bigley was killed in 
combat in Viet Nam with a 
green beret Special Forces unit. 
Now his son, Stephen. 17. wants 
to join the green berets there. 
But not for vengeance, Ste­ 
phen says. 
“I don’t feel mad in any 
way.” the youth said. “I just 
want to do my part. 1 don't want 
anyone to think I'm going for 
my dad. I’m going over for ev­ 
erybody.” 
Bigley, who won his mother’s 
reluctant permission to enlist, 
has been accepted for airborne 
training. His prime ambition, he 
said yesterday, is to earn the 
right to wear the green beret, 
the symbol of the Army Special 
Forces unit to which his father j 
belonged. 
“My dad always wanted me 
to go to West Point.” Stephen 
said. "But I don’t have it in me 
anymore. 
‘i just want to prove to dad 
that if I can’t make West Point 
I can still make it somewhere 
else. I'm not going to be a 
bum.” 
Stephen was living with his j 
mother in a house trailer a t 1 
Fort Campbell. Ky., when word I 


came that his father had been 
killed Jan. 3, 1965, in a Viet 
Cong attack. 
The family returned to Chica­ 
go and Stephen entered a local 
high school. 
"I didn't like it.” he said. ” 1 
had too much on my mind be­ 
cause of dad.” 
So he dropped out of school 
and enlisted. 
His father, a veteran of Army 
service in many parts of the 
world, served in the Italian 
campaign in World War II. He 
was a member of Darby’s Rang­ 
ers. a paratrooper and an ex­ 
pert marksman. He held three 
Purple Hearts and three Bronze 
Stars. 
“ He was good at everything,” 
his son said. 
*Tm not for it ” his mother 
said after her son passed his 
qualification tests. “ But if that’s 
what he wants.”

Water District Asks Cash 
Budgeted For Dam Work 


The Marin Municipal Water 
District board yesterday adopt­ 
ed a resolution urging congress­ 
men to add to the President’s 
budget funds to begin construc­ 
tion of the Warm Springs dam 
project in Sonoma County, which 
will one day provide Russian 
River water for Marin County 
consumption. 
William R. Seeger, district 
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manager, told the directors that 
this project was scheduled for 
funding this year but was de­ 
leted “along with many other 
appropriations because of the 
country’s war effort.” 
Directors also approved plans 
and specifications for the dis­ 
trict's annual supply of pipe and 
called for bids to be submitted 
by March 23. 
Seeger told directors that the 
district will need 80,000 feet of 
cast iron pipe during the next 
year. He estimated the cost at 
$190,000. 
The Marin Municipal Water 
District board also: 
1. Agreed to purchase three 
pickup trucks and one sedan 
from Ames Ford for $8,133.14. 
2. Heard from Seeger that 
promoters of

discuss specifics of the plan 
with him next week before ap­ 
pearing at a board meeting. 
3. Agreed to enter into a pipe­ 
line agreement for the addition 
of a hall of justice wing at the 
County Civic Center at a cost of 
$45,240 to the County of Marin.

Golf Course when paid $6,897.
